PEOPLE FORCE AN ADDRESS 


Crowds Insist That the Eloquent Man 
Talk to Them,

Champaign, IIl., July 13.—William J. 
Bryan arrived here on the Illinois Central 
road at 5:55 this evening, after a pleasant 
ride of three hours and a half from Chi- 
cago. At several places along the route 
Mr. Bryan was given a hearty reception. 
His first experience was at Kankakee, 
where about a thousand men, women and 
children were gathered. A cheer went up 
from the crowd ag Mr. Bryan appeared 
on the platform of the Pullman sleeper, 
and he was obliged to get down in the 
crowd and grasp the many hands extend- 
ed. Kankakee was reached at 4:02, and al- 
though the train remained there for three 
minutes only, Mr. Bryan made a good 
record as a hand-shaker., 

At Gilman a stop of a couple of minutes 
was made to enable the hundred or more 
of sturdy farmers gathered at that sta- 
tion to give a cheer for the candidate and 
shake his hand. 

Mr. Bryan made his ffirst campaign 
speech at Champaign, where the train stop- 
ped twenty minutes. A flat car had been 
improvised into a speaker’s stand, and 
from this Mr. Bryan addressed his au- 
dience, consisting of 1,500. Mr. Bryan 
spoke as follows: . 

‘This is an important campaign; in my 
judgment it is the most important cam- 
paign this country has passed through 
in time of peace. The issues are those 
which affect every man, woman and child 
in the nation, and I beg of you that you 
shall appreciate the important part you 
bear in this campaign. This is the great- 
est nation on earth. It is in advance of 
all other nations. Its advancement is be- 
cause our form of government is the best 
on earth, because being in the hands of 
the people it can be made as good as the 
people desire. If our laws are good, if 
our laws are just, it is because 
our people have force to make 
them just. I believe there is more 
justice in the pecple than is expressed 
trrough their representatives. If laws are 
bad it is the fault of the representatives 
of the people and so must be remedied by 
the people. 

“There are those who have the idea that 
patriotism can only be manifested in tims 
of war. I was too young. to go to the war, 
but in every campaign such as this you and 
I have a chance to show our patriotism.

Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge, the ex- 
congressman from Kentucky, will pass 
through Atlanta today on his way to Mil- 
ledgeville, where he goes to defend Joe 
Ewalt, the young man who shot down Bar- 
tender Walter Hemphill on the night of 
March 24th, last,- under very unusual cir- 
cumstances. 

The father of Joe Ewalt and Colonel 
Breckinridge were the most devoted friends, 
and Colonel Breckinridge volunteered his 
services to the. young man the moment 
he heard of the tragedy. 

The only other person in the barroom at 
the time of the murder was Charles Mathis. 
The story Mathis and Ewalt tell is that 
they went into the barroom on the night 
of March 24th, ‘and Ewalt asked Hemp- 
hill for his revolver, which was behind 
the counter, having been put there by 
W. J. Brake, the other bartender, who 
worked in the saloon, but who was off 
duty that night. It seems that Ewalt had 
pawned his revolver with Brake for 7 
cents, and when he asked Hemphill to turn 
it over to him Hemphill refused because 
the pistol was pawned with his collexgue, 
Brake. 

“That's all right,’’ Ewalt is reported with 
Saying, ‘“‘Brake told me to get it and it 
will be all right.’’ 

With this Hemphill turned over the pistol, 
so the story goes, and Mathis suggested a 
duel. In a spirit of fun he said: 

“Get ready now, boys, I will count for 
you—one, two, three.”’ 

At the instant three was called Ewalt 
fired and Hemphill fell mortally wounded. 
Before he died he made a written state- 
ment which has never been published, but 
will be produced in evidence at the trial. 
It may clear up the mysterious affair. It 
is said that Hemphill did not make any 
pretense at self-defense,’ having no idea 
that Ewalt would fire. 

Ewalt has said very little since the mur- 
der, and it is not known what line of de- 
fense he will take. The fact that the bril- 
liant Breckinridge has so much interest 
in the young fellow that he has volunteered

INSURGENTS FIGHTING HARD. 


Cartridges, Drugs and Chemicals Cap- 
tured by :the Spanish. 

Havana, July 13.—Colonel Lopez ,Amor 
reports an engagement with 600 rebels close 
to Santa Clara. These insurgents are the 
ones who destroyed the San Antonio es- 
tate. 

Major Fondeviela reports severe encoun- 
ters with insurgent bands along the coast 
in the vicinity of Campo Florida, province 
of Havana. The insurgents were scattered. 

General Ochoa reports that while recon- 
noitering on the coast between Rocoa Gua- 
nabo and Bocoa Ciego he captured 12,000 
cartridges and a large supply of drugs and 
chemicals. He also captured an apparatus 
to be used for exploding dynamite bombs 
The materials had been concealed by 
filibusters who have recently landed. 

A hot skirmish occurred on the San Fran- 
cisco estate between a rebel force and 
Spanish troops. The insurgents were de- 
feated and the troops captured a quantity 
of arms and war munitions that had been 
recently landed. The Spaniards sustained 
no loss. Four of the rebels were killed. 


PASSENGER TRAIN BLOWN UP. 


Rebels Continue To Worry the Spanish 
Troops in Cuba. 

Havana, July 13.—At 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing an explosion occurred on the railway 
between Cidra and Sabanilla, in the prov- 
ince of Matanzas. A passenger train, pass- 
ing at the time, was badly damaged and 
it is believed that many persons were 
killed. 

A train with physicians on board has 
been dispatched to attend the wounded 
and take them to the hospitals. Details 
of the affair are hard to obtain. as the 
government is seeking to minimize its re- 
sults. 

A Yetter from Santa Clara says that 
Gomez, the rebel commander-in-chief, was 
encamped on July 9th at Manajanabo, 
twelve miles from the city of Santa Clara. 
His vanguard of 700 men, under Canizares 
and Cayito Alvarez, burned the house on 
the Santa Rosa estate, near Ranchuelo. 
Another rebel band has destroyed the San 
Antonio estate, close to Santa Clara. Both 
estates are the property of Vicente Abren.

MORELAND PLEADED GUILTY. 


Great Was the Surprise When the At- 
torney So Announced. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 18.—The second trial 
of ex-City Attorney W. C. Moreland, and 
his assistant, W. H. House, charged with 
misappropriating money said to rightfully 
belong to the city of Pittsburg, was called 
in quarter sessions court today before 
Judges Porter and Kennedy. 

Messrs. Moreland and House had been 
jointly indicted for embezzjement. The 
amount specifically stated in the nine 
counts presented today was $26,652, and 
covers the last four years of official acts 
of the defendants. This covers all of the 
shortages on which the commonwealth is 
said to be able to secure positive evidence, 
but doés not, in fact, approach the total 
of amounts unaccounted for during the 
twelve years which the defendants were in 
charge of the city’s legal department. 

The first trial of defendants was held 
in February last and resulted in acquittal. 
They then answered the charge of depos- 
iting the city funds for private gain in 
the Tradesmen’s National bank. Every 
seat in the courtroom was occupied long 
before the case was called. Mr. House 
occupied a seat at the attorney’s table, 
but Major Moreland’ was not present. 

When Mr. Moreland was called upon to 
enter his plea Harry Goehring, counsel for 
Moreland, addressed the court: 

‘“‘May it please your honors, we wish to 
enter a plea of guilty for Mr. Moreland.’’ 

The. court accepted the plea and the at- 
torneys quickly left the room. This totally 
unexpected development caused a sensa- 
tion. 

The trial of Mr. House was immediately 
taken up. Mr. House entered a plea of 
not guilty. The selection of a jury occu- 
pied the time of court until the noon re- 
cess. 

Major Moreland was seen at his private 
law office, but refused to talk for publica- 
tion. His bond will be renewed at once. 
The maximum penalty attached to Major 
Moreland’s confessed crime is five years’ 
imprisonment or a fine covering the amount 
of the city’s claim against him. 
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FIRE AT BURNSVILLE, ALA. 
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Business Portion of the Village De- 
stroyed by the Flames. 
Selma, Ala., July 13.—(Special.j—The bust- 
ness portion of Burnsville, eight miles 
north of this place, was wiped out by fire 
last night. The fire originated in the rear 
of Hon. John F. Burns’s residence, and 
it is thought was of incendiary origin. A 
negro whom Burns sent to jail and who 
was recently released, is suspected of the 
crime, He has disappeared. The fire 
spread to a row of wooden store buildings 
near the residence and thence to the South- 
ern railway depot, where its progress was 

checked.

CALLS GROVER CRUEL NAMES 


Blame for Armenian Massacres Put 


on the President. 


DUCK HUNTING WAS ALSO REFERRED 10 


Vast 


Audience Rose and Cheered 
Wildly at the Attack of 
the Speaker. 


Washington, July 13.—The last day’s 
session of the fifteenth international Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention began today at 
the appointed hour in the three white 
tents. simultaneously after the usual sun- 
rise prayer meetings, President Clark, 
Treasurer Shaw and ‘Trustee Wayland 
presiding. 

It was a day reserved for missionaries. 
Addresses were made in tents “Williston” 


| and “Endeavor” by a number of foreign 


delegates, India, China, Africa, Asia, Eng- 
land and the countries of continental Eu- 
rope being represented. Among others, 
Missionaries Goll, of Africa; Putnam, of 
India; Bentley, of China, and Hildner, of 
Germany, spoke. .Evangelist Mills created 
the sensation of the meeting. 

After Miss Kirkorian’s appeal, Evangelist 
Mills, in a@ passionate speech, assailed the 
governnrents of Europe, England and the 
United States for their indifference toward 
the Armenian slaughter. He said he 
wished to voice the inarticulate cry of an 
afflicted people, who for 400 years had been 
suffering unspeakable, insufferable perse- 
cutions. He recited in rapid succession 
incident after incident of the Turkish cruel- 
ties. 

“What have the nations done to check 
these atrocities? Absolutely nothing,” he 
cried, “‘ except to assure the Turk that he 
might do as he pleased.” 

He praised the Armenians especially for 
the charity, bravery and nobility of their 
women. He declared that of the 7,000 
Armenians in America not one had ever 
been brought before a court charged with 
crime. Not one Armenian name had ever 
been entered on the lists of American 
charitable societies. 

He called attention to the bigotry of the 
Turk, and showed that it led him to the 
extremity of cruelty in his treatment of 
the “‘infidels.”” He read a sample prayer of 
the Moslems, in which Allah was called 
upon to utterly destroy the infidel, and all 
his relations and property and to give them 
into the power of the Moslem. 

“What woncer is it,’’ he cried, ‘“‘that the 
pious Turk, after centuries of repetition 
of this prayer, should attempt to please 
his God by extermination of the Armen- 
jans?’’ 

He described the brilllancy and cunning of 
the sultan, showing him to be a man of 
great ability, and then said: 

“TI have no doubt that these massacres 
in Armenia were planned and carried out 
by the sultan for his own purpose.” 

Mr. Mills laid-the blame for the atrocities 
at the doors of the Christian nations. He 
declared that England stood perjured to- 
day before God and the nations for her 
failure to prevent them. 

“England,” said he, “who held up her 
hands and swore to protect the Turkish 
Christians, has broken her vows and the 
blood of those who died in Armenia is upon 
her hands.” (Great cheering.) 

Hie said also that responsibility rested 
upon the government of the United States. 

“She has more direct cause than Eng- 
land,” said he, “‘to interfere. Yet she had 
scarcely asked for an apology. Nay, her 
minister has even warned American mis- 
sionaries to get out of Turkey, as he should 
not be able to protect them. (Hisses.) How 
glorious was the answer of our faltering 
ministers: ‘We will stay here and die with 
our people.’ (Applause and hisses.) 

He then explained how the British am- 
bassador had extended his protection to 
the missionaries so that they were allowed 
to continued their work unmolested. 

President Cleveland Assailed. 

“That was the only reason that they 
were not slaughtered,” he said. “Had our 
noble president on one of his fishing ex- 
cursions wandered into the Turkish domain, 
and had so much as a tiny little bullet from 
a Turk’s play pistol passed through his 
sail, I take it Americans would have found 
that it was some of our business to inter- 
fere in Turkish affairs. (Great applause 
and laughter.) I charge the government 
of the Unfted States with misinterpretation 
of the enlightened sentiment of the Ameri- 
can people in this matter. The president 
of the United States, the secretary of state 
and the American minister have disregard- 
ed our broken treaties, they have permit- 
ted American lives to be endangered, they 
have permitted American property to be 
destroyed without reparation and American 


citizens to be imprisoned. 
“Our government has stirred the pas- 


sions of the American people to anger 
against England on one-thousandth part 
of the pretext that would have sufficed for 
a destructive war with Turkey. The ad- 
ministration officers have turned a deaf 
and almost scornful ear to the entreaties 
and representations of some of our best 
citizens, missionaries, churches and moral 
societies, and I denounce their conduct as 
unpatriotic, uncivil, undemocratic, unre- 
publican, un-American, unchristian, sel- 
fish, weak, barbarous and criminal in the 
eyes of the American people and of God 
and all men.”’ 

Every word almost of these last sen- 
tences of Mr. Mills was greeted by loud 
cheers. Men and women on.the platform 
behind him, and on the benches before 
him, rose and shouted their hearty ap- 
proval of the denunciation of President 
Cleveland, 

In the midst of the solemn charge of 
cowardice and disloyalty leveled at the 
chief executive, the secretary of state and 
the American minister, the whole audience 
arose spontaneously, waving flags and ban- 
ners and crying aloud their approval. As 
Mr. Mills proceeded they kept on their feet 
repeating the cheer of indorsement at ev- 
ery adjective. Finally when his voice and 
manned indicated that he had reached the 
end of his peroration six rousing cheers of 
approval were given. 

Rev. Wayland Hoyt, who presided, arose 
in his seat beside the speaker and called 
upon the audience to reaffirm the charge. 
Again came the six cheers with hearty en- 
thusiasm. | 

“I hope the response will echo through 
the empty white house and extend to Buz- 
gard’s Bay,” cried Mr. Mills as he took his 
seat.

Most of Them Born in Small Towns 
and Country Villages. 
From The New York Herald. 

The cradles of most of our 
stood in small towns or villages. Very sel- 
dom has one of the bigger cities given 
to the country the highest executive officer. 

This is a fact with the vice presidents 
also, and the defeated candidates for both 
offices. The house of the first president 
was on a plantstion in Virginia, far away 
from Mount Vernon, the nearest town. 
Both Adamses came from Quincy, Mass.; 
Jefferson had this home in Monticello, Va.; 
Madison was an ordinary country gentle- 
man, whose homestead was near Mont- 
pelier, Va. The ‘‘mother of the presidents” 
was at the juvenile age of the republic the 
state of Virginia. Monroe came from Oak 
Hill, Va., but with him closes the list of 
presidents from that state. 

Jackson called himself a farmer of Ten- 
nessee. His country place, the -Hermitage, 
was near Nashville, Tenn. Van Buren lived 
in the village of Kinderhook, on the Hud- 
son: the first Harrison in North Bend; 
Polk in Nashville, Tenn.; Taylor, after 
quitting the army as an officer, made his 
home in Baton Rouge.

phia. Even today small towns are in the 
majority. The last census shows that in 
the United States are 3,715 villages, towns 
and cities with more than 1,000 inhabitants, 
but only a few have more than 40,000 each. 
More than one-half of the 65,000,000 popu- 
lation of the United States lived in places 
with less than 1,000 inhabitants: not 2 
per cent of the whole population dwell 
in cities with more than 150,000 inhabitants.

Arbitrament of the National 
Convention.”’ 

Previous to the meeting of the 
tional democratic convention in 1892, a 
large and influential section of the dem- 
ocratic voters of the south were violent- 
ly opposed the renomination of 
Grover Cleveland. These voters were 
represented by The Constitution and 
other newspapers of more or less prom- 
inence. They contended that if he was 
nominated, his election would be dis- 
astrous to the party. 

In fine, the proposed renomination of 
Mr. Cleveland was by large 
numbers of democrats with considerable 
bittermess. It was charged 
he was a gold standardist in disguise, 
and his letter to the Reform Club,: op- 
posing the free coinage of silver, only 
served to strengthen the convictions of 
southern democrats that he was not the 
man to carry out the financial reforils 
which the party had in view. , 

But the opposition to Mr. Cleveland's 
nomination did not prevail. The Consti- 
tution was signally defeated in its ef- 
forts to prevent that result, and ever- 
ready critics took advantage of the op- 
portunity to deride the paper’s influence 
and to make contemptuous comments on 
its efforts to stem the tide that set in 
favor of Cleveland. 

The Constitution was defeated, and 
along with it the hopes of the men who 
had desired to bring about financial re- 
form in favor of the people. We feared 
that a dangerous blow had been struck 
at the party, and that the defeat of The 
Constitution was the defeat of demo- 
cratic hopes and desires for at least four 
years; but we accepted “the arbitrament 
of the national convention.” In a pri- 
vate letter to; Mr. Cleveland The Con- 
stitution frankly informed him that 
it had opposed his nomination; that 
the convention had settled that matter. 
and that it would fight as zealously for 
his election as it had opposed bis nomi- 
nation. 

In another column will be found the 
reply of Mr. Cleveland to that letter. and 
we commend it to the attention of 
those democrats in this state and else- 
where, who, following the lead of Mr. 
Cleveland, have been trying to wring 
from their party an indorsement of the 
gold standard. “TI think,’ Mr. 
Cleveland, “the underlying principle of 
party organization is what you so ad- 
mirably express as an acceptance of the 
arbitrament of the national conven- 
tion.” 

That is just as true today, the 14th of 
July, 1896, as it was when Mr. Cleve- 
land wrote it on the 16th of July, 1892. 
Four years have not changed the signifi- 
ance of this statement. If the element 
that opposed Mr. Cleveland because it 
knew that his nomination and election 
would not be fruitful of financial re- 
form could afford to give him a hearty 
and a loyal support, surely it cannot be 
_& very great strain on those who have 
followed him into the political wilder-

When the national convention of 1892 
spoke The Cousti(ution turned its guys 
on the common enemy, advocated the 
election of Mr. Cleveland as heartily 
as if it had favored his nomination, and 
urged upon those who had acted with 
it and upon all disaffected and doubt- 
ing democrats the necessity of bowing 
to the will of the party and supporting 
its candidate. : 

At that time it would have been an 
easy matter to defeat the party in this 
state. ‘Thousands of voters were 80 
suspicious.of Mr. Cleveland—and had 
such good reasons for their suspicions— 
that they were ready to break away 
from an organization which they had 
served so long and faithfully. To these 
The Constitution addressed itself in the 
cumpaign that followed, and it did not 
permit its knowledge of the results that 
would follow Mr. Cleveland’s election to 
disturb the earnestness and vigor of its 
efforts in behaf of the party and its can- 
didates. 

“It honestly seems to me,” said Mr. 
Cleveland to The Constitution, “that

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A Campaign in the East. 

While the republicans and the

Gold Standard Tactics. 

There is much to condemn in the Dit- 
ter spirit of opposition which the single 
stundard organs have employed in de- 
nouncing what they are pleased to re- 
gard as the “folly” of the Chicago con- 
vention in adopting a free silver plat- 
form. 

Instead of discussing the issues in a 
broad and patriotie spirit they have pre- 
ferred to stir the embers of sectional 
hate and animosity. Happily, however, 
the issue before the American people is 
not one which is caleulated to arouse 
the bitter feelings of 1860, and all ef- 
forts to revive a prejudice which be- 
longs to a past generation must result 
in failure, 

The Philadelphia Press endeavors to 
draw a parallel between the present 
movement in favor of a restoration of 
Silver to its proper place in the cur- 
rency and the old issue of secession on 
Which the democratic party divided in 
1860. There is absolutely no analogy 
between’ the two movements, and any 
effort to discover such a parallel is sim- 
ply ridiculous. 

The issue which the democratie party 
makes is founded upon one of the old- 
est principles of the government. From 
the time of Jefferson down to 1873, 
when silver was stricken from the eur- 
rency, the policy of the government has 
been one of strict bimetallism. Why 
then are such reckless charges preferred 
against the democratic party ? 

The Philadelphia Press goes so far as 
to denounce the movement as unpatri- 
otic. If the cause of the people con- 
denins the party then it glories in the re- 
buke which The Philadelphia Press ad- 
ministers. In a choice between the 
money power and the people the demo- 
cratic party is unalterably pledged to 
the latter. An ounce of such patriot- 
ism as this is worth a ton of that spu- 
rious sort which derives its inspiration 
from the gold Syndicate. 
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Inequalities of the Single Standard. 

Any system which discriminates 

against the wealth producers of the 
couutry is not only wrong in principle 
but dangerous in operation; and unless 
checked by Some timely intervention, is 
apt to result in national disaster. 
The truth of this proposition is self- 
evident; and yet for the last twenty-five 
years the people of this country have 
endured the yoke of a republican sys- 
tem of finance which is little short of 
absolute tyranny. 

Only a few days ago the New York 
board of aldermen received the books 
of the city tax commissioners for 1896, 
showing the total assessment of New 
York real estate to be $1,731,509,143, a 
gain of $85,480,488 over the assessment 
for 1895. On personal property, cor- 
porations and bank shares the amount 
was fixed at $875,000,000, an increase of 
$4,700,000 during the last twelve months. 

In view of the extreme financial de- 
pression which has prevailed in the 
agricultural states of the union, includ- 
ing the middle, southern and western 
states, these figures seem almost incred- 
ible. 

But the injustice of the present single 
gold standard may be still further illus- 
trated. The combined population of the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts, three of the principal 
manufacturing states of the union, was 
13,494,810, according to the official cen- 
sus of 1880. In order to show the rapid 
accumulation of wealth in these states 
during the decade which followed let us 
institute a comparison between this 
group of states and twenty-five others, 
including the states of Maryland, Dela- 
ware, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida; Alabama, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana, Mississippi, Wouisiana, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, Texas, 
Colorado and Wyoming. These sfates, 
according to the same census, had a pop- 
ulation of 37,452,850. 

At the beginning of the decade these 
twenty-five states possessed three times 
the combined population of New York. 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts and

Had it not been for the injustice of 
the single gold standard the advantage 
which these middle and southern states 
had could easily have been maintained. 
Possessing nearly thirteen times as 
much territory and three times as great 
& population, these states could not. pos- 
sibly have lost the advantage with 
which they commenced the decade had 
the gold standard operated equally upon 
the producing and manufacturing states 
of the union. 

What was the showing at the expira- 
According to the 
official records the increase of wealth 
in the southern and middle states for 
the ten years ending in 1890 was $2,402,- 
960,501. In the states of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, how- 
ever, for the same length of time the 
increase of wealth was $2,602,145,772, 
showing a difference of nearly $200,- 
000,000 in favor of the eastern states. 

Under the operation of a just and 
equal stogidard the difference! would 
have been in favor of the middle and 
Southern states by at least several bil- 
lions. 

As long as the present iniquitous sys- 
tem of finance remains in operation the 
producer will continue to suffer, and 
such a thing as national prosperity will 
be impossible. What is needed in crder 
to insure better times is a restoracion 
of silver to its place in the currency and 
a return to the democratic policy of 
honest bimetallism.,

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 
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Within the corporate limits of the city 
of Durango, Mexico, tha-e is a mountain 
of solid iron ore. The mcuntain is one 
mile long, 388 yards wide and 640 feet high, 
and represents a toral of 1, 246,984,244 cubic 
feet of ore. This would be enough, it is 
estimated, to supply all the foundries of 
Creat Britain with ore for 380 years, and the 
value of the metal so obtained would be 
nearly $19,000,000,000. Besides the ore ex- 
posed on the suiface, there are undoubted- 
ly beds extending for thousands of feet 
below, so that the supply of iron that may 
be obtained from this mountain may fairly 
be said to be inexhaustible. ‘Ihe ore is 
in the form of the sesquioxide of iron call- 
ed martite, a mineral having the form of 
magnetite, but the composition of hema- 
tite. From it may be obtained 60 to 70 per 
cent of the pure metal. The mountain is 
surrounded by beds of jaspers and quartz- 
bearinss rocks unlike those out of which 
the Iron mountain of Missouri rises. 
Whether the mass is eruptive or has been 
deposited by chalybeate waters is a question 
which geologists have yet to settle. The 
mountain is called Cerro del Mercado, or 
Hiss of Mexico, in-honor of Ginis Vasquez 
Mercado, a Spaniard who came to it 
in 1592, ied by the report that it was a 
mountain of silver. Till within a few 
years the ore has been worked only by 
local artisans, who sold the metal which 
they made for 35 cents a pound. 

With the advent of the railroad to Du- 
rango a $1,000,000 smelter has been erected 
near. the moun‘ain, and with this it Is 
hoped to produce the metal at a price suf- 
ficiently low to compete wth iron #tm 
other foundries. CLarge c tantities of the 
ore are also being shi ped for use as a 
flux for the reduction of gold and silver,— 
Self-Culture. 


The largest school in the world is located 
in the heart of London.

Celebrated Campaign of 1860 Recalled 
by a Georgian. 

Americus, Ga., July 13.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: Yesterday’s Constitution contains a 
very interesting editorial giving the his- 
tory of national democratic conventions 
Since 1832. 

We reproduce the following paragraph 
for the purpose of comment: 

“The agitation of slavery at this time 
gave rise to considerable dissention in the 
ranks of the democratic party, and when 
the campaign of 1860 arrived thret demo- 
cratic conventions were held. The first one, 
composed mainly of southern democrats, 
met at Charleston, S. C., and nominated 
John C. Breckinridge, of Kentucky. The 
northern democrats, assembled at Balti- 
more, nominated Stephen A. Douglas, of 
lllinois, and the democrats whe bolted the 
Charleston convention, yet refused to com- 
bine with the northern wing of the party, 
met also at Baltimore and nominated John 
Bell, of Tennessee. The democratic party 
was defeated at the polls by the republican 
nominee, Abraham Lincoln.” 

This fails to correctly state the history 
of the national convention of 1860. The 
national democracy met in convention at 
Charleston, S. C., in April of that year. 
That the convention was national is evi- 
denced by the fact that B. F. Butler, of 
Massachusetts voted more than thirty bal- 
lots for Jefferson Davis of Mississippi to 
head the ticket as the democratic candidate 
for president. 

After many days balloting a part of the 
delegates withdrew and called a convention 
to meet in Richmond on the second Monday 
in June. The remaining delegates adjourned 
to meet in Baltimore on the 18th of June. 
This division was the result of adverse, 
opinions upon the doctrine of ‘squatter 
sov:reignty,”’ and assumed form upon the 
introduction of the following resolution by 
the oppofients of Mr. Douglas:

Then I want the name and address of 
every democratic candidate. ‘ 

“We propose to make this campaign a 
hummer. I Shall invite Mr. Bryan to 
come down here and make a speech in 
the Moody tabernacle or some great hall 
or amphitheater, and I want 20,000 people 
out to hear him. Wherever he appears 
he will have enormous crowds and Geor- 
gians appreciate oratory aS much as any 
other set of people. I believe he will heal 
the sores that exist in some hearts. Gen- 
tlemen who heard him in Chicago say that 
after listening to him, they had a new 
conception of the great movement in 
which the party is enlisted. The young 
men all over the country are going to 
take part in the battle and it will be 
marked by. enthusiasm that has never 
been witnessed before in a campaign in 
this country and probably never even ap- 
proached anywhere in the world.’’

They were educated in the art of marching, 
out on the burning plains of Arizona and 
Montana, where, in the year of 1890-91, 
under General Miles, they followed Sitting 
Bull and his Indian troops all over the 
northwest. Since that time, too, the Fifth 
has been looked upon in army circles as 
the best trained athletes in the service, 
having for daily exergise a course of 
Symnastic training of a superior order. 

The battalion which leaves for Waco 
today consists of four companies, Colonel 
Porter commanding, with Captains Randall 
and Bowen, and Lieutenant Heavey as 
adjutant. 

Company A will be

tenant Leggett; Company F, Lieutenants 
Carnahan and Crowley—making a total of 
200 privates and eleven officers. 

The march will consume about four 
days, though the trip could be made in 
less time. 

The troops will march on an average of 
fifteen miles per day, and the plan of 
march has been made exactly as if march- 
ing on an enemy.

march will be named for a distinguished 
officer of the army and placed on the regu- 
lar army maps for future reference. On 
arrival at Waco the battalion will begin a 
six weeks encampment, during which rifle 
practice will be indulged in, together with 
the other regular camp life. 

At the expiration of that time this bat- 
talion will march back to Fort McPher- 
son, and another, consisting of Companies 
B, C, E and G, will take up the march 
over the same route and camp at Waco for 
a similar period. 

Company D, which goes on the march 
today, is recognized in all army circles as 
the champion athletes of the whole army. 
Its muster roll contains the names of the 
best long distance runners in the country, 
among which is that of the noted sergeant, 
McCrann, who ran from Fort San Carlos, 
Ariz., to Fort Thomas, a distance of thir- 
ty-six miles, with an Indian as a compet- 
itor. Sergeant McCrann came out of the race 
victorious, winning as trophies a pony, 
$30 and a pair of horse pistols. 

On the return of the troops from Waco 
Sergeant McCrann will challenge any one 
in the state for a race of a mile, or any 
distance over a mile, or under fifty miles. 

Company D, with Sergeant McCrann as its 
champion, won a majority of the field day 
events on last Fourth of July.

IN AMERICA TO BE EDUCATED 


Sight of the Ethiopian Causes Much 
Merriment on the Part of the 
Mongolians. 


Thirty-six aristocratic young Chinese, 
all of rich, blue blood, fresh from their 
palatial homes in Hong Kong, arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday morning en route to New 
York. ‘they remained for a@ very short 
while, just long enough to have their Pull- 
man car transferred from the Atlanta and 
West Point to the Southern railway. 

It was the most distinguished party of 
eelestials. that has ever passed through 
Atlanta. The young men were members of 
the upper ten in the Flowery Kingdom and 
they has come to America to be educated 
for high stations among their own people. 
Most of them will be Presbyterian mission- 
aries, but some of them intend to enter 
the field of politics and it is possible that 
the successor of Li Hung Chang was among 
the number that paid Atlanta a visit yes- 
terday. 

It is a matter of regret that unlike most 
of Atlanta’s visitors these Chinese were 
not pleased with the Gate City. One was 
unkind enough to remark: 

*“*Lanta nigger town.”’ 

This opinion came from one who wore 
an idiotic expression, however, and his 
remark was accompanied by a giggle which 
led the negroes who were near enough to 
hear the remark to believe that he was 
joking. 

Otherwise there might have been trouble. 
As it was, the negroes congregated in the 
carshed and the Chinese seated in their 
Pullman did not get along well together. 
The celestials seemed to regarg the colored 
youths as curiosities and they giggled in the 
faces of the black brother and made so 
many monosyllabic comments about him 
that the negroés were inclined to be indig- 
nant. 

The strangers were dressed in the cost- 
liest garments and it was evident that 
they did not belong to the same class that 
one sees in the laundries about town. 
There was one Chinese woman in the party 
but from her dress it was not an easy 
matter to distingush her from the men. 

The party seemed to enjoy more than 
anything else the sight of the negroes who 
were gathered around the car. Though 
they had been more than a week on Amer- 
ican soil, they were still very much im- 
pressed with the strangeness of the Ameri- 
Can dress and manners and were gazing 
around with wondering eyes at everything. 

They went to New York on the midday 
vestibuled. The remaining summer months 
will be spent at a home which has been es- 
tablished by the foreign board of missions 
at Rock Hill, N. J., and in the autumn 
their regular course of studies will be 
begun in New York city.

NORTH CAROLINA CROP REPORT. 


Cotton Not Greatly Damaged, but 
Rains Excessive. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 13.—(Special.)—Com- 
ing after last week’s great rains the week- 
ly state crop bulletin issued today is of 
particular interest. It says: ‘‘Reports of 
correspondents are very unfavorable. The 
chief feature was the excessive rainfall, 
which averaged for the entire state over 
four inches above normal and in the cen- 
tral district over six inches above normal. 
Streams from the French Broad to the 
Cape Fear and Roanoke overflowed, and 
did damage difficult to estimate to low 
land crops. So far cotton is not greatiy 
damaged. Some shedding and yellowing 
are reported. The crop is running up 
rapidly, and in the east there are plenty 
ot half grown bolls. Corn has suffered 
more severely. Lands were badly washed, 
and crops swept away. Tobacco is dam- 
uged somewhat. At one station nearly 
twelve inches of rain fell.’’ 


Prime Writes About Crops. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

Notwithstanding the great political ex- 
citement attending the democratic conven- 
tion this week, and a general cessation of 
all business interests, things in the agricul- 
tural world have been and are being pushed 
forward toward completion, 

The weather has been all that we could 
ask for the securing of the winter wheat, 
the harvesting of oats and the growth of 
the corn crop. Rains, however, would be 
very beneficial at this time for corn, but 
would work sad havoc with the harvesting. 

The winter wheat crop is now practi- 
cally all secured, and as threshing has pro- 
gressed the fact becomes more and more 
apparent that we have a very mixed crop 
in every respect. 

A great many of our’ most important 
wheat counties in Ohio and Indiana will not 
have enough for bread and seed, and a 
good demand from millers for all that is 
offered. Reserves of old wheat are prac- 
gically exhausted, and it is very doubt- 
ful if reserves of old wheat have been as 
thoroughly cleaned up for years as at 
the present time. This is the strong fae- 
tor in the winter wheat situation to me. 

As regards the condition of spring wheat, 
I have a still more aggravated situation of 
this crop to report than I reported in my 
last letter to The Daily Stockholder. : 

The very wet weather during May caused 
a root rust which did not show up until 
about the Ist of June and the plants turned 
white at the root and commenced going 
down. Hence, we have these widespread 
reports Of rust and blight from the Red 
river valley and northern Minnesota, and 
under the most favorable conditions, North 
Dakota will not make more than a 25,000,- 
WW corp, against 75,000,000 last vear, and 
Minnesota 40,000,000, against 30,000000 
last year. South Dakota's yield will be 
about the same as last year. A heavy 
movement of this crop is not looked for 
during July. © 

Corn during the past week has been mak- 
ing up for lost time, and with the excep- 
tion of what corn was drowned out early 
in the season, we have excellent prospects 
for a full crop. The crop has already com- 
menced to tassel out and at an average 
height and generally free of weeds 

The harvest of the oat crop has com- 
menced to a limited extent this week 
There is a great growth of straw and the 
Oats are generally standing up well. Some 
complaints of rust and the crop lodging 
but the acreage ond growth are so large

In Illinois some oats are being contracted 
for at 12 cents a bushel, but must be in 
good condition. With the country full of 
old oats and with very little home demand 
the prospects for lower prices seem good. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, July 13.—All of the cotton 
markets were weak today under the in- 
fluence of the rains in Texas and the un- 
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certainty in business circles over the out- 
come of the approaching election. This 
last factor prevents spinners and mer- 
chants from  buyi cotton at present 
prices, as they would,,in ordinary times, 
based upon the remaining small supply in 
the world and the possibility of some in- 
jury to the growing crop before the com- 
pletion of the season. This uncertainty, 
and the good crop advices received from 
the cotton belt by mail, find the European 
spinner the only buyer, and he naturally 
buys lowly and as cheaply as he can.

The bearish 
factor, which we intimanted last week 
would likely affect prices, was large. Local 
recipts 28) cars, and the estimated receipts 
for tomorrow are 410 cars.

There is no law in this 
Btate which either requires or authorizes 
a coroner to hold an inquest over a “lot 
of bones bleached by time,’’ constituting 
parts of a humag skeleton casually foung 
upon the bank of 4 creek, it being obviouslv 
impossible to ascertain who the deceased 
was, how long since death had ensued, or 
in what manner it was caused. .Such bones 
do not constitute ‘fa dead body” within 
the meaning of the act of December 138, 
14893, relating to coroners’ inquests. 

2. The interment of such bones in a “‘soap 
box without expense to any one” does not 
entitle a coroner to the fee of $15 prescrib- 
ed in section 3701 of the code “‘for furnish- 
ing coffin’ and burial expenses.’’

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Harry Raymoné, of Cerulean Optics, 
Sald To Be Involved. 


THREE FORGERIES CHARGED 


Fake Signatures Were Scattered by the 
Two Through Many Stores. 
‘Harry Denies All. 


Dudley Potts, the young man arrested 
for forgery, seems to have a partner in 
business. The other fellow is Harry Ray- 
mond, of blue-eyed fame, who has graced 
the police station with his presence many 
times before. 

Raymond was arrested Sunday night and 
locked up with his partner. It was said 
by the officers that he had induced E. R. 
Moore, who was intoxicated, to go under 
the Forsyth street bridge, and was trying 
to rob him when the pair was arrested. 

H. C. Blacknall, a groceryman at 130 
Whitehall street, was one of the victims 
of the firm of Potts & Raymond. 

Last Saturday afternoon about 4 o'clock 
two boys stepped into that establishment 
and asked to see some hams. They se- 
lected one for $1.50 and presented a check 
in payment signed by Henry Potts, of the 
Potts-Thompson Liquor Company. The 
amount was $9.35, and was drawn on the 


Capital City bank. 

The clerks in the store are of the opin- 
ion that Potts’s companion was Raymond, 
but are not positive of this fact. The de- 
tectives are rather inclined to think that 
Raymond is the man. 

Raymond was seen at the station house 
and denied that he was ever implicated in 
this forgery. He claimed that he does not 
know Potts, and that he was not on White- 
hall street on that occasion. 

Just before the check was passed on 
the Whitehall street grocer, otts and 
Raymond were seen together in Face’s 
saloon on Decatur street, where they 
wrote out the chcek and signed the name 
of Henry Potts. This fact will be sworn 
to by the proprietor of the saloon, who 
claims to have witnessed the process. Mr. 
Henry Potts, whose name appears on all 
the checks, claims that he never gave 
them,jand that they are forgeries. 


Still Another Case. 


There is stili another bad case against 
Potts, however, which threatens his lib- 
erty for a longer period. In this instance 
Kennedy’s bar, in the Grand building, was 
swindled out of about $9 on the same 
scheme. It was last Thursday that Potts 
walked into this establishment and called 
for a drink. He presented in payment a 
check made payable to himself, purported 
to have been signed by Henry Potts, and 
drawn on the American Trust and Banking 
Company. The check was accepted, and 
Potts given his change. The bank notified 
the saloon that it was a forgery, and at 
the same time the fact was made known 
to the authorities. Potts absolutely denies 
having passed this check, 

The first case in which the young man 
was implicated was made known yester- 
day. He appeared at South’s bar, on De- 
catur street last Thursday and gave a 
check on the Lowry Banking Company 
for $11.60, signed by L. F. Ford, and made 
payable to himself. The identity of F. L. 
k'ord is a mystery. The authorities believe 
there is no such person, while Potts claims 
Ford gave him the check. It is most prob- 
able that warrants will be sworn out for 
Potts on each of the cases, and he will 
be given a preliminary hearing today. All 
Potts’s victims claim that they will pros- 
ecute him to the fullest extent of the 
law, and unless he is able to establish his 
innocence, he is apt to suffer severely for 
his offenses.

DEVELOPMENTS MAY BE SPICY 


pounty Claims That It Should Receive 
More Taxes Than Are Now Paid 
by Corporations.

cial session tomorrow morning 
mount of annual tax re- 
turns which should be made by the corpo- 
rations doing business in Fulton county. 
The session will be one of more than pass- 
ing importance and the banks, building 
and loan associations and insurance com- 
panies will be represented by attorneys 
who will argue the question before the 
rcounty commissioners. The resolution 
presented by Commissioner Forrest Adair 
at the last regular meeting of the board 
has created considerable comment in com- 
mercial circles. The resolution showed that 
the county is due more than a million dol- 
Jars more in annual taxation of property 
gnd capital than has been heretofore re- 
turned, and it was to secure this additional 
gmount that the resolution was adopted 
after several hours of heated discussion. 

Commissioner Adair takes the position 
that the corporations have been failing in 
past years to return to the county the full 
amount of valuation of assets and he will 
insist that all the capital stock and surplus 
of banks should be taxable too by the 
county and that the couuty should re- 
ceive the money the companies have been 
paying the comptroller general of the 
state. The corporations affected by the 
resolution will attempt to show that the 
capital stock at a market valuation is suffi- 
ecient and will make a warm fight against 
the resolution of Commissioner Adair. 
The banks and other financial corpora- 
tions have been investigating the matter 
and will tender an opinion from their at- 
torneys tomorrow morning. 

The question received by the resolution 
of Commissioner Adair was discussed sev- 
eral years ago by the tommissioners, but 
the disposition of the question was not

satisfactorily made, it is said, and for this, 


reason it has been taken up and an investi- 
tation asked for by the board. The coun- 
ty holds that it is due taxes on the same 
@mounts as is the state, and the charges 
are made that the corporations of the 
county have been returning to the state 
more property and assets than they have 
been returning to the county. 

“If the county has been running short 
of money it should have been receiving,” 
said Commissioner Adair, ‘“‘we want to 
get what is ours. That is all there is in 
the matter. I believe the county is not 
Betting its portion, and, therefore, I in- 
troduced the resolution at the session of 
the board, and in order to give the corpora- 
tions and companies affected an opportu- 
nity to show their side of the issue, the 
board will convene in special = session 
Wednesday to discuss the problem from 
both standpoints.”

NO ALARM FELT. 


Insurance Men Discuss the Mississippi 


Indictments. 

The action of the grand jury of Meridizn 
county, Miss., in finding indictments 
against all of the insurance compinies 
belonging to the Southeastern Tariff As- 
Sociation which do business in that state, 
was the one topic of conversation among 
insurance men yesterday. 

The headquarters of the association be- 
ing in this city the local interest in the 
case Wus intense. The president of the 
association is Mr. S. Y. Tupper and the 
Secretary, Mr. John C. Fleming. Both of 
these gentlemen were seen yesterday by 
a Constitution reporter and they do not 
anticipate any serious trouble as a resu!t 
of the indictments. As far as the Atlanta 
agencies are concerned, no matter what 
the result of the indictments in Mississippi 
are, they will not be affected, inasmuch 
as the laws which govern insurance in 
the two states are materially different 
on the point involved. 

Six indictments were 
each company belonging to 
eastern Tariff Association operating’ in 
Mississippi. These indictments charge 
principally that the companies belongs to 
the Southeastern Tariff Association, which 
they term a trust formed to maintain 
rates fixed by the association. The burden 
of the complaint is that these rates are 
kept at an exorbitant figure through this 
trust. 

President Tupper said yesterday that he 
did not know in what particular any 
law of Mississippi had been violated, but 
if it had been it was through ignorance 
on the part of the association, which 
strives always to comply with the laws of 
the states in which it operates. 

“If, as is claimed, we huve violated any 
Statute of the laws of Mississippi,’’ said 
Mr. Tupper, ‘‘we will at once endeavor to 
rectify our by-laws so as to comply with 
them. I do not anticipate trouble in the 
matter as the charges that we are organ- 
ized for the purpose of demanding exorbi- 
tant rates are so utterly unfounded as to 
be absurd. 

“The matter will, I believe, be adjusted 
amicably. There is no occasion for com- 
panies belonging to the association to be 
alarmed.”

SIDELIGHTS ON IOWA 


Former Governor Frank D. Jackson 
Talks of the Silver Situation. 


WHAT HE SAYS OF THE WEST 


——— 


Why His State Has Not Joined in 
Sentiment with Its Neighbors. 
Pleasant Words for Bryan. 


ee 


Ex-Governor Frank D. Jackson, of lowa, 
as he sat in an Aragon room yesterday, 
where the delightful breeze from the west 
came in through the windows Ov erlooKing 
Peachtree, gave some side lights on Hawk- 
eye State politics, which are especially in- 
teresting at this time. 

A Constitution reporter asked 
it was that the lowans have 
moved by the silver cyclone 
neighbors of Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Illinois and Indiana. Silver men do not 
delude themselves with the belief that lowa 
is as solid for the double standard as the 
states just mentioned. 

“We are all the same people pretty much, 
of the same mental and social fiber, as you 
say,’’ the governor replied, ‘‘and it is true 
that the silver propagandists have not met 
with the success in lowa that they have in 
the adjoining states. The explanation, I 
believe, is to be found in the.stand main- 
tained for thirty vears by one man, Sena- 
tor William Bb. Allison. lie has stooa 
in one place on this question throughout 
his political career and he has grounded 
his views thoroughly in the minds 
people of his state. His lieutenants, in 
the main, have propogated the same '§prin- 
ciples. And it has so happened that the 
democratic leaders of Iowa have always 
been largely for hard money and latterly 
for the gold standard. 

“In the adjolning states the democratic 
leaders have not always been of the same 
faith on the tinancial question and the peo- 
ple have gone as they pleased.”’ 

The ex-governor does not profess to be 
a doctrinaire on finance. He was secre- 
tary of state for three or four terms and 
then rounded out his public career with a 
term as governor, the nomination to which 
was tendered to him during his absence 
from the state. It is easy to see that he 
is popular with the ‘“‘boys.”’ 

“But,” he continued, ‘*‘] concluded that I 
had better devote a few years to my pri- 
vate business and get something laid up. 
There is nothing more pitiable to me than 
a politician who grows old in oflice, and 
in his old age, out of touch with the young- 
er men, them tighting him for the 
meager salary which the office pays.’ 

The ex-governor is president of an tIn- 
surance company with headquarters at Des 
Moines. He comes to Atlanta to look over 
this territory, with a view to planting an 
agency here. l'nder the laws of Iowa, 
home itmsurance cornpanies have to invest 
their assets in certain securities, govern- 
ment and state bonds, farm mortgazes and 
a few other kinds of Securities. 
The state becomes ustee 
for the policy holders. Governor Jackson 
came to Atlanta from New York and he 
like the change very much. “Atlanta is 
sO much more agreeable,’’ he remarked. 
The breeze was the first he had feit in 
two weeks, he stated. New York was 
simply a Turkish bath for two weeks. 

The complimentary things which visitors 
say of Atlanta have become rather trite, 
but the governor was so earnest in his 
expressions that they more than bear re- 
peating. ‘“DesMoines is a city of per- 
haps a little less population than Atlanta 
has, but this city has far more thrift and 
bustle. I have been deeply impressed by 
the enterprise and push here and any visi- 
tor will be struck by the same thing. This 
is why visitors carry away such good 
opinions of this city. Last fall IL could 
not get down to the exposition without in- 
convenience, but I sent a commission here. 
The lowa editors who came to the exposi- 
tion returmed home with interesting ac- 
counts of what they had seen and, per 
haps, it 1s partly due to their reports that 
I have come to look into this field. Atlanta 
looks very much like a western city,’ said 
the governor, “‘but it has surpassed the 
western town of corresponding size in other 
respects.”’ 

Speaking of his own 
the farmers usually grow 400,000,000 bushels 
of corn. This enormous crop they turn 
into cattle and hogs and get for it $100,600, - 
000, two and a half times as much as Geor- 
gia’s cotton crop brings. lowa is a little 
larger than Georgia in area and the popula- 
tion is about 2,500,000. Governor Jackson 
defeated Governor Horace Boies by 34,000 
majority. He speaks in the highest terms 
of Governor Roies.
